Vizcaino viſited this Coaſt: Both the men and the 
women are of a good ſize and appearance, delight in 
painting their faces and bodies; they wear great 
plumes of feathers, and little bands in their hair, 
with various ornaments, ſuch as bugles and coral 
beads of various colours. The men go entirely naked, 
except in cold weather, in which they wear long 
cloaks made of Otter ſkins tanned, and another ſort 5 
made of the fame ſkins cut in long pieces, which they 
twiſt in ſuch a manner that all the fur keeps outward, 
they then weave theſe pieces together ſo as to form a 
web, and give chem * twiſt beforementioned.

The women are more 3 havin g a 8 of 
Aoki ſkin about their waiſts, which covers them before 
and behind below the knees; they wear a looſe coat of 
5 Otter ſkins on their bodies, neatly made; it is they who 
weave the baſkets and veſſels of different ſorts, made of 
reeds, in a great variety of beautiful ſhapes, according 
to the uſes for which they are deſigned, either to eat 
off, to drink out of, or to keep their ſeeds in, and 


for other purpoſes, as theſe people are ignorant of the 


uſe of lane, which the Indians of San Diego make' 
uſe of.

* gly inlaid with coral or bone, and large veſſels 


with narrow mouths * which have the appearance > OF... 
being turned in a lathe, and could not be more neatly, 
hollowed with that machine, nor made of a form more 


perfect: they give to the whole a poliſh that ſeems 
to be the work of an able artificer. Large veſſels to 

hold water are made of flags, very ſtrong, and pitched 
on the inſide, nearly in the form of our earthen jars. 


To eat the ſeeds, which they uſe inſtead of

among the ſeeds fome pebbles, or flints, heated red hot,

The patience, perſeverance and labour 
employed in theſe works deſerve admiration : They are 
ſo much valued amongſt themſelves, that when the

They bury their dead in the towns: the funerals of 
their Chiefs are performed with much pomp, raiſing over
